3, Persons who can be depended on to forego personal ineon- 
viences on short notice in order to woric overt Inc when necessary. 

C. In the case of the sab-professional persons, especially 
those who are willing to assume responsibility when necessary. 

3, This unit is being set up on an informal basis at the present 
time. In essence this means that the persons arc on call for this type 
of work. If the number of such map requests increases rapidly, this unit 
can be formalized into a special unit, physically together in special 
quarters. In this manner it is felt the Brandi can quickly adjust to any 
future emergency.
